About eighteen months before the 
United. States-declared war on Spain 
fn behalf of Cube tho Spanish Cap- 
+ain, Christo, arrived in Havana. 
He was a man with very much of a 
past. He had fought three duels; he 
had been tho warden of a prison and 
had flogged several convicts to death 
he had beon ehief of police at Ma- 
drid and was knowp as cruc| and 
relentless. He was big ang pufly and 
bullyish, but he was said to pe the 
bravest man in Spain. 

General Weyler wanted 4 man af- 
ter his own heart. Ho wanted a man 
who would lead a small command 
against tho Cubans ig rebellion and 
kill every man es fast as come to. 


He so arranged matters that Christo: 


came out as.a captain and was giv- 
en a hundred men, They were known 
as Ohristo’s Devile. Any Cubans 
who took up erms and fought from 
the canebreaks will tell you that 
these devils were more dreaded than 
five times their number of rogalar 
Now and thon when the re
